-- good many pevple, especially 
amongst other sectious.of the in- 
dustry, who thought .thatea fair 
dose of bankruptey would clear, 
the air and be more in necordunce 
with the traditions of Lancashirg, 
‘and anyhow that an attempt on 
‘the part of the spinners to stop 
“Josing money would be .incom- 
patible with the prosperity of Lan- 
cashire as a whole. Nevertheless, 
75 per cent. of the mills were per- 
suaded tovjoin the newly founded 
Cotton Yarn Association, binding 
themselyes to conform to its rules 
and practices. . 

The Association has , been 
managed with great energy and 
ability. The first step was to 
grade what is in fact a highly 
diversified industry inte separate 
sections which could be treated 
in a uniform manner without seri- 
ous inconsistency, and to organize 
proper stntisties,. The next: step 
wag to prescribe standard work- 
ing per week for each section 
which should conform to the buy- 
ing power of «the market. in the 
light of the statisties, and to fix 
minimum prices for the several 
grades of yarn which would, ain’ 
at protecting the spinner from ac- 

‘tual lass.: The, short-time rules 
differed from~the arrangements 
in force prior to the existence of 
the Yarn "Association in that the 
statistical basis was securédr, the 
hours to be worked were not uni- 
form for. the whole industry but 
were adapted to the'stale of de- 

‘mand in’ each section, and the 
members of the Association were 


bound, and not mgrely recommend- 
med, to observe them. The mini- 
. mum price policy approached dan- 
gerous ground, and had been much, 
criticized in advance. It) was 
feared that the minimum would 
rise to the level of spinners’ hopes 
and.desires rather than fall to a 
merely protective level. In- fact 
"the prices have been fixed, reason- 
ably, and, whilst they leave room 
for ‘small dilferences of opinion, 
no one ‘has pretended that they

Nor has ihe As-” 
sociation been afraid to exerci 
‘tauthority over its members—-w 
firm has recently been fined £300

sinimum priee—and it has been 
» iparted, on the .whole, with 
“eh more loyalty than the erities 
~ the scheme anticipated. 
‘Nevertheless, in spite of so 
Reguch energy, loyalty,, and ‘ap- 
parent success, the Association is 
now ‘at a crisis of its fortunes. 
. A point has-been reached at which 
the opportunities.of the spinners 
outside the Association to obtain 
“ali its benefits without paying any 
part of the price are becoming in- 
tolerable. In present ‘conditions 
‘a membership of 6 per cent: of the 
‘industry is, doubtfully * sufficient 
for effective operation.

DOING: AWAY WITH SECRECY. 


At a meeting ‘of the Central 
Perak Planters’ Association a 
Jpoh last weck it was disclosed 
that the Association had been in 
close correspondence “with ‘ the 
‘Rubber Controller on the inci- 
dence of restriction assessments, 
with a view to securing less secret 
methods of assessment of’ estates. 

“A letter from ‘the Controller in 
reply to definite requésts states 
that he is unable to sny whether 
estates that proved their yields in 
1925 and 1926 will be permitted to 
retuin their standard. next year. 
It-is also pointed: out that the As- 
sessment. Committee is largely 
guided by the. restriction rules, 
there being an appeal to the Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Though it is possible that the 
above principle may be observed 
for next year the Controller points 
out that nothing is binding on the 
Aasessment Committee, which is 
at present’ much under strength 
owing to departures. New mem- 
bers will not ‘submit to be bound 
for next year, ‘

It is the most Interestirig of all 
the bottles, "some huge and grim 
looking, others plump and jovial, 
many made in comical caricatures 
of -wel-known pdople, which.

lection, When a press re- 
porter. looked round the other 
day he found the whistling bottle 
in a mood to whistle. It consiata 
of two porcelain bottles—round- 
ed very much like a Chianti bottle 
—connected at the base by a, por- 
celuin tube. When the Pertivians, 
who once used it, blew into one 


‘neck, the other neck whistled a 


shrill, piercing note if the con- 
nexion tube was empty of wihe. 

‘ The plain, non-freakjsh- bottles 
show how our knowledge of. how 
to handle wines has grown. When 
the value of the laying down of 
wine became appreciated, con- 
tainers became less squat: and 
more elongated until the present 
bottle was evolved, ideal for 
Taying down and yet ‘handy to 
stand on the table when: wanted. 


Like a Woman's “Handbag. 

There is a Roman wine. jug, 
found in Southwards, and an ald 
Teather bottle, not, at all unlike 
a‘woman’s handbag, used in the 
16th. century. , 

It was so important to.keep up 
appearances in the old’ days that 
one realises why what ‘3: ostensi- 
bly a ‘little handbook on temper- 
ance is a disguised’ form of a 
woman’s brandy flask. 

Even the present age préduces 
interesting wine containers. 
There is'one huge bottle shown 
which a City man filled with port: 
when his daughter was born and 
which was “cracked” on her 21st 
birthday a few years ago.
